EXPORT BOUNTIES.

SENATCR CANNON INTRODUCES LU-
BIN'S SCHEME TO HELP FARMERS.

He Makes a Hot Speech and Floors All
Opponents— I'resent I'rotection Is One
Sided and Lobs the armer—He Now
fells In o Cheap s=md Buys In a8 Dear
Market—Can e Froteeted Only by Ex-
port Bounties on Farm Produacts—If Tle
Cannot Get These Ile Wants Absclute
Free Trade.

Sepator Cannon of Utah introduced

on May 25 an amendment to the tariff
bill which is likely to make tronbie for

the Republican leuders anid which may |

break down the whole protective sys-
tem. The umendment favors the Lobin
scheme of paving export boautics on
furin products. This scheme is now be-
ing pushed vigorously, not enly by its
author, David Lulin, but alse hy the
granges of many states aud by trades
pnions and ministers. It makes irs fight
inside the ranke of protection uud has
already opened more farmers’ eyes to
the folly of the system than all of the
tariff reform work that has been done.

Senator Cannon told gome plain traths
when introducing this amendment. He
spoke in part as follows:

It was with great surprise, upon an ex-
amination of the measure, that I found
that thergreat class of onr population
who bave from the beginning not only
supported the protective tariff party by
their votes, but have rapported the pro-
tective tariff principle by their industry
from the beginming of its operation,
were in a large degree excluded from

any of its benefits. It is, I say, to sup- |

ply a very paten! omission from the
measare a3 it now stands that the
amendment is proposed and will be ad-
vocated here until a vote shall be had
thereon.

The bill as it is offered today affords
po protection to agricultural staples
There i3 reppaining, I presume, no ad-
vocate of the protective tariff system
who will contend that in this bill, with
these import duties, there is afforded

doubtful investment by tue legislature
of the United States.

In addition, Mr. President, it is n
very poor arguwent, when yon have
been robbing =ome man for years and
ho asks you for justice, to say that you
propose to continue to rob him of more
and suy that you do not know where
yon ere going to get the money with
tvhich to restore that which you have
gurighteously taken.

The imposition of a duty on rye is of no
value to the farmer of the United States.
Every other protected industry has a
direct begefit from this tariff, because
where we do not produce in the United
States suflicient for onr own consump-
tion and a quantity considerable in ex-
tent for export the import duty serves
as a means whereby the local producer
can enhance the price to the local con-
sumer.

The immediate benefit to the farmer
derived from the treasury of the United
States would not be all. For this com-
paratively small expenditure to him he
would receive for these staples more
than $225,000,000 in higher priges than
be now receives. It is true that this
